when he was recently kicked out of

While rail'oads are being con-

Strocted on paper in and about the
coalfields, a few progressive ones In
Graham ami Bluefleld bave a some¬
what smaller ami probably a more
feasible proposition in the line of
road building to oiler. It is not a
nilroad but a macadamised road
between Bluefleld and Graham.
Without taking the time to refer to
the records, it is thought that the
matter ban been discussed time out
of mind by the Dlucfield-Grahain
Chamber of Commerce, but like the
rest of its road building enterpiises,
the discussion with the accompany¬
ing resolution» ended the matter and
nothing ever materialized, in an
interview with the Leader, ladt night
Mayor Sexton of Graham expressed
the opinion that the people of Gra¬
ham would build their part of the
mad if liluefiehl would build to the
statt line. He said :

"The highway between Plueiiehl
and Graham owing to the great
amount of hauling done over It is al-
ways in a more or less delapidatad
condition and in the winter at times
it in practically impassable. It is
impossible to keep a dirt road In
any sort of shape, and 11 would be a
great advantage to the business peo¬
ple of both towns, the auto owners
and the general public to have the
road macadamized.
"I feel almost certain that Gra¬

ham will contribute to the building
of such a road from the stale line
to the west end of the town, a dis¬
tance of almost three miles, if Plue-
licld will build from the end of the
pavement on Plueiiehl avenue to the
stale line, not beymd three «piar-
Urs of a mile. This would give
more than ten miles of clear sled¬
ding including the pavements of
Plueiiehl and the macadam on the
Princeton road.
"Our people will entertain the

proposition if Plueiiehl will agree to
do its share, which is only a minor
part of the proposed highway.".
